Nearly all of our larger customers 
reported a notable slump in busi- 
ness this last season. Were this 
slump noticeable in dahlias alone we 
might feel perhaps that dahlias 
were slipping in popularity — but 
such is not the case because the 
slump appeared in practically every 
item— roses, gladiolus, perennials, 
etc.—so it is quite evident that we 
must look for the cause of this 
slump in some general condition 
other than in some particular item. 
With employment at the highest 
peak in the history of the country, 


the slump is certainly not one due 
to economic conditions. Our sales 
below the Mason and Dixon line 
have been particularly shortened 
and it is in this very section that 
extreme drought has prevailed so 
we are inclined to believe that wea- 
ther conditions have been the prin- 
cipal factor as the cause of this 
slump. In the northwest extreme 
wet weather caused the loss of 
many dahlia roots and our sales in 
this part of the country were way 
above the sales in this section in 
any former year. Such well known 
and thoroughly reliable growers as 
Compton at Boring (near Portland) 
Oregon, reported terrific losses due 
to wet weather and all through this 
section we sold a large quantity of 
stock for planting purposes to re- 
place these losses. In this particular 
section transportation costs have al- 
ways been a great handicap to 
more extensive trade, both buying 
and selling, but we succeeded in 
getting a special commodity rate on 
dahlias so that instead of going as 
second class express as in the past. 
we are now able to ship to this sec- 
tion, and they to ship to us, at 


practically less than former truck 
rates. Where this rate is wanted be 
sure to ask for ICC7989 rate. 


For years we have sold all of our 
dahlias under a guarantee of SURE 
TO GROW, FREE FROM DISEASE 
and TRUE TO NAME. We do not 
consider this any private guarantee 
but believe that every purchaser of 
nursery stock—be it bulbs, plants or 
trees—should insist on such a guar- 
antee from the grower. Such large 
wholesale nurseries as Mount Arbor, 
Lake’s, Willis and others give such 
stock, and we hope to see the day 
when the trade generally will adopt 
the same general guarantee that we 
have made with our product for 
years. Every purchaser has a right 
to expect roots with live healthy 
eyes which are Sure to Grow. They 
also have a right to expect stock 
that has been carefully inspected by 
the State and the grower to be sure 
that stock is Free from Disease and, 
of course, the purchaser has a right 
to insist on stock being True to 
Name which can be assured only by 
the most thorough rogueing of 
fields when in full bloom. These 
points are given special attention 
by us and we believe they are re- 
ceiving greater attention every 
year by all larger and better con- 
cerns. 


As to conditions for the coming 
season. We have noted that many 
growers were carrying their Ads in 
the trade papers much later than 
ever before. From this fact we 
would gather that there would be 
a considerable dump by those who 
had not cleaned out their crop of 
last year and many of these grow- 


ers will no doubt have cut down on 


their acreage for next year. Because 
of this fact I do not look for any 
surplus production of dahlias this 
season. and certainly do not look 
for any cut in price on stock for 
next year even though there were 
many cuts made late in the season 
by many growers who had been un- 
able to dispose of their last year’s 
crop. We have developed a very 
stable market for our product and 
as a result had no dump after our 
usual planting was made and with 
this usual planting— around eighty 
acres with about a million plants— 
we hope to have our normal supply, 
and have made very little changes 
over prices of last year. A few of 
the newer and standard varieties 
have been cut in price because of 
normal increase in our planting but 
on the whole our list will average 
about the same as last year. In 
fact, we try to keep our total list 
balanced up so the average price of 
entire list is about 10c per root. 
Where plantings of the _ higher 
priced varieties are increased we 
have usually cut the prices of these 
so as not to disturb the balance of 
the entire list. When you consider 
that we plant better than a million 
plants each year, this means that 
our own planting represents approx- 
imately $100,000.00 going into the 
ground each spring as a basis of 
our crop. Naturally with such an 
enormous risk every detail connect- 
ed with the growing and harvesting 
of our crop is given the closest pos- 
sible attention and care. Cultivation, 
fertilization, inspecting, rogueing 
and harvesting all receive the best 
that money can buy and we believe 
that our customers fully realize the 
importance of this effort on our 
part to produce the finest product 
in our line. 
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FOR YOUR LABOR DAY JRIP 


We wish you could visit us this 
fall and take a trip through our 
gardens. Here you would see, not 
just a few plants of each of a num- 
ber of varieties as you would find

both the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
To meet the requirements of this 
trade it has been necessary for us 
to keep our list thoroughly up to 
date, adding all the better varieties 
as soon as they were introduced, 
keeping our prices as low as possi- 
ble to enable our dealers to offer 
these newer and better varieties 
at popular prices, and maintaining 
a uniform high standard of quality 
which would insure complete satis- 
faction among our dealer’s custo- 
mers.

Boxed Dahlia Collections are packed in 
cases of 12 boxes and no broken cases can 
be supplied. 

While we seldom fail to complete ac- 
cepted orders, we reserve the right to omit 
any part of order where unexpected or un- 
avoidable shortage of any variety occurs. 

We do not substitute unless specifically 
instructed to do so, 

With our Boxed Dahlias we reserve the 
right to substitute equal or better varieties 
in same type and color, in any collection, 
in case an unexpected shortage of any 
variety occurs. Where such substitution is 
made label will be altered accordingly so 
it will at all times show exact contents. 


All orders shipped at purchaser’s exper se 
and risk, and although we exercise every 
Precaution to pack roots safely against 
freezing, we do not guarantee against dam- 
age in transit.
